His grand Objection was againſt our pri- 
vate Societies, and uling extempore Prayer, which he 
grounded on the Authority of the Canons, and the 
Act of Charles II. In Anſwer, I ſhewed that that Ack 
was entirely levelled againſt ſeditious ſchiſmatical 
Meetings, contrary to the Church of England, which 
confines us to a Form in publick Worſhip only. He 
replied, that ours was publick Worſhip; but this I deny. 
For ours were Societies never intended to be ſet up in 
Oppoſition to the publick Worſhip, by Law Wu; 
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but only in imitation of the primitive Chriſtians, who 
continued daily with one Accord in the Temple, and 
yet in Fellow ſhip building up one another, and exhort- 
ing one another from Houſe to Houſe. Went with 
Mr. Seward to Bexly, about ten Miles off London, where 
J preached to a large Congregation, to their great 
Comfort, and afterwards ſpent the Evening moſt de- 
lightfully in religious Converſation, and in ſinging 
Pialms and Hymns, and Spiritual Songs with Mr. 
De la mot*s Family, who ſeem almoſt with one Accord 
ready to receive Feſus Chriſt. A happier Houſbold have 


1 ſeldom found, or one that more reſembles that of Martha, 
Mary, and their Brother Lazarus. | 


Saturday, Fanuary 27. Slept but little to Night, a3 
well as the Night before, but was much ſtrengthened 
without it by the Holy Spirit. Roſe about Five, ſpent 
above an Hour moſt agreeably in Prayer, ſinging and 

reading the Scriptures with the Church in Mr. Delamot*s 
Houſe ; ſome of whom, after the Example of their 
Lord, paſſed the whole Night in the fame delightful 
Employment. 

Came to London about Nine in the Morning, and 
expounded twice in Beech-lane, where I believe near 
ſeven hundred People were preſent 3 collected five 
Pounds for the Orphan-houſe.

Afterwards went and preached at Fronmongers Alms- 
houſes at St. Catherine's in the Afternoon; afterwards 
expounded to two large Companies in the Minories, 
with ſuch Demonſtration of the Spirit as I never ſpoke ' 
wich befare.— I offercd Jeſus Chriſt freely to Sinners, 
Wa Way. believe, were truly ce to the 1 2 
o. 
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Now, my Friends, your Prayers are heard, God has 
given me a double Portion of his Spirit indeed. — Ob 
free Grace in Chriſt Jeſus.— With what Love, Peace, 


and Foy does God fill this Soul of mine —Lord I am not 
worthy, but thy Mercies in Chriſt Jeſus are infinite. 


Monday, Fan. 29. Expounded twice, and fat up till 
near One in the Morning, with my honoured Bro- 
ther and Fellow-labourer, John Weſley, in Conference 
with two Clergymen of the Church of England, and 
{ome other ſtrong Oppolers of the Doctrine of the 
New Birth.—God enabled me with great Simplicity to 
declare what he had done for my Soul, which made 
them look upon me as a Madman. We fp:a* what 
we do know, and teſtify that wwe have ſeen, and they re- 
cerve not our Witneſs. Now therefore I am fully con- 
vinced there is a fundamental Difference between us and 
them. They believe only an outward Chriſt, we farther 
believe that be muſt be inwardly formed in our Hearis 
alſo. But the natural Man receiveth not the Things of 
the Spirit of God, for they are Fooliſhneſs unto bim; 
neither can he know them, becauſe' they are ſpiritually 
diſcerned. 


Tueſday, Fan. 30. Preached at Duke's-Place and 
St. Helens, to crouded Audiences, and afterwards ex- 
pounded twice on Dozwgate-hill, where the People preſ- 
ſed mightily to come in. The Miniſter of the Pariſh 
threatens the Maſter of the Houſe with a- Proſecution, 
though it will be hard for him to prove ſuch Societies 
any ways contrary to the Lavys either of God or Man.

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I preached and read Prayers at Three in the After-

Read Prayers and expounded 
on the third of St. John; expounded at a private Houſe 
in the Afternoon, and read Prayers and expounded a 
third Time on the Converſion of St. Paul in the 
Evening.—lI had great Freedom of Speech, was filled 
with exceeding great Joy, at the Conſideration of what 
great Things God yet continues to do for my Soul ; 
and yet I ſhall fee greater Things than theſe. 

I ſpent the Remainder of the Evening in ſinging 
Hymns, and religious Converſation ; took Boat about 
Eleven, ſpoke Warmly to the Paſſengers, and came to 
London rejoycing about Five in the Morning. The 
Lord preſerve my going out, and my coming in, from this 
Time forth for evermore. 


LONDON 


Friday, February 2. Slept about two Hours, roſe 
and went and preached at [/nstor, and collected 
twenty-two Pounds for my Orphan-houſe. 

Had a great Number of Communicants, and was 
told my preaching was attended with uncommon 
Power. This is the firſt Time J have preached with- 
out Notes, (for when I preached at Deptford and Grave/- 
end, I only repeated a written Sermon) but I find my- 
ſelf now, as it were, conſtrained to do it. 

Expounded in the Evening, and collected three 
Pounds for the Orphan-houſe, at Mr. Albos's; preach- 
ed extempore with great Freedom at }apping-Chapel 
then expounded to another Society, and returned Home 
without Fatigue or Wearineſs. How does God deal with 
me! He gives me a Heaven upon Earib, and makes" my

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Heart leap'd for Joy almoſt continually.—Oþ that all 
who now oppoſe it, were partakers of this Foy ! 


Saturday, February 2.3. Staid at Home this Day on 
purpoſe to ſettle my private Affairs; and, bleſſed be 
God, did it greatly to my Satisfaction.— Was very 
much compoſed in Spirit, began a new Society at the 
Houſe of Mr. z; and was much aſſiſted in ex- - 

nding twice at Beech-lane to two Companies, making 
in all near a thouſand People, — Viſited a ſick Brother, 
came home full of Peace, and Love, and Joy in the 


Holy Ghoſt. 


Near nine Times has God enabled me to preach this 
Week, and to expound 12 or 14 Times; near forty 
Pounds, I believe, have been collected for the Orphan- 
houſe. I find I gain greater Light and Knowledge, by 
preaching extempore.— So that I fear I ſhould quench 
the Spirit, did I not gg on to ſpeak as he gives me 
Ulterance, | 


Sunday, February 4. Had a comfortable Night's Reſt 
was warmed much by talking to an almoſt Chriſtian, 
that came to aſk me certain Queſtions. —Preached in 
the Morning at St. George's in the Eaſt, collected eigh- 
teen Pounds for the Orphan-houſe, and had, I believe, 
600 Communicants, which highly offended the officia- 
ting Curate. Poor Man, I pitied, and prayed for him ſin- 
cerely, - | 
Preached again at Chrift-Church, Spittlefields, gave 
Thanks, and ſung Plalms at a private Houſe: Went 
thence to St. Margaret's, Weſtminſter ; but ſomething 


breaking belonging to the Coach, could not get thither 


till the middle of Prayers. Went through the People 
to the Miniſter's Pew, but finding it locked, I return- 
ed to the Veſtry till the Sexton could be found. Be- 
ing there informed that another Miniſter intended to, - 

cach, I deſired ſeveral Times that I might go 
— My Friends would by no means conſent, 
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telling me I was appointed by the Truſtees to preach, 
and that if I did not, the People would go out of the 
Church ; at my Requeſt, ſome went to the Truſtees, 
Churchwardens, and Miniſter ; and whilſt I was waiting 
for an Anſwer, and the laſt Pſalm ſinging, a Man 
came with a Wan in his Hand, whom I took for the 
proper Church-Officer, and told me I was to preach; I, 
not doubting but the Miniſter was ſatisfied, followed 
him to the Pulpit: And God enabled me to preach 
with greater Power than I had done all the Day before. 

After this, prayed with, and gave a Word or two 
of Exhortation to a Company that waited for me, 
then took a little bodily Refreſhment, and then went 
to a Love-Feaſt in Fetter-lane, where I ſpent the 
whole Night in watching unto Prayer, and diſcuſſing 
ſeveral important Points with many truly Chriſtian 
Friends. About Four in the Morning we went all 
together and broke Bread at a poor ſick Siſter's Room, 
and ſo we parted, I hope, in a Spirit not unlike that of 
the primitive Chriſtians. 

This has been a Sabbath indeed! How has God owned 
me before near Twelve thouſand People this Day —How 
Has he ſtrengthened my Body! How has be filled and ſ@tis- 
| fied my Soul, Now know I, that I did receive the Holy 
Ghoſt at Impoſition of Hands, —For, I feel it as much as 
Eliſha did, when Elijah dropped his Mantle, Nay, others 
ſee it alſo, and my Oppoſers, would they but ſpeak, cannot 
but confeſs that Ged is with me of a Truth, Wherefore 
then do they fight againſt God? 


Monday, February g. Went about gathering for my 
poor Flock, had a little Time to write my. Journal, 
was ſomewhat weak part of the Day, but grew ſtrong 
by expounding to four Companies at Night. J al- 
ways get Strength by working. What great Things has 
God done for my Soul! Oh that I could praiſe him with 
my whole Heart ! 


Ti ueſeay, 
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Tueſcdlay, February 6. Was refreſhed much this Morn- 
ing, and found that the Sleep of a labouring Man was 
ſweet, —Waited on the Biſhop of Glouceſter with Bro- 
ther John Weſley, and received his Lordſhip's liberal 
Benefaction for Georgia. 
Went to St. Helen's, where Satan withſtood me 
greatly. For on a ſudden I was deſerted, and my 
Strength went from me. But I thought it was the De- 
viPs doing, and therefore was reſolved to reſiſt him 
ſtedfaſt in the Faith. Accordingly, though I was ex- 
ceeding fick in reading the Prayers, and almoſt unable 
to ſpeak when I entred the Pulpit, yet God gave me 
Courage to begin, and before I had done I waxed 
warm and ſtrong in Spirit, and offered Jeſus Chriſt 
freely to all that would lay hold on him by Faith, 
Many, I believe, were touched to the Quick : For they 
ſeemed to feel what was ſpoken, and ſaid hearty and 
loud Ames to my Sentences. The Church was great- 
ly thronged, and after I had done, Prayers were put 
up on all Sides for my ſafe Journey and return. —Surely 
theſe are not curious Hearers ! If they are, why do they 
follow more and more for ſuch a Continuance? No, many 
Converſions bave been wrought in their Hearts, God has 
ſet his Seal to my Miniſtry, and I truſt they will be my Toy 
and Crown of rejoycing in the Day of the Lord Jeſus. —Ob 
the Riches of God's free Grace in Chriſt to the Chief of 
Sinners!

After this the People waired in great Companies to 
ſee and follow me; but I got from them by going our 
at a back Door. Perhaps hereafter I may be let out in 
the ſame Manner to eſcape the Fury of mine Enemies. 
As my good God pleaſes. 5 8 2 : 
In coming along I perceived myſelf more and more 
ſtrengthened, and was much comforied in reading a 
Letter ſent me by an excellent Saint, who loves me 1n 
the Bowels of Jeſus Chriſt. About Nine at Night 1 
expounded with great Enlargement at Dowgate-bill to 
a moſt crowded Audience. Tongue cannot expreſs 
what Power God gave me, or how the Hearts of the 
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poor People were affected. They ſighed and mourned, 
and wept ſorely, when I mentioned my Departure 


from them, though but for a Seafon. I exhorted 
them particularly not to forſake the aſſembling them- 
ſelves together, notwithſtanding the People of the 
Houſe had been threatned with a Proſecution. —Bat 
ſo far as our Oppoſers are permitted to go, ſhall they 
go, but no farther. I never was more oppoſed, never 
met with ſo great Succeſs, never was filled with 
ſuch a Portion of God's holy Spirit —My Dear Chri- 
ſtian Friends waited, at my coming Home, to ſalute me. 
—God filled me with Love and Joy, and I waxed 
ſtronger and ſtronger in Spirit, to their and iny own 
unſpeakable Comfort in Chriſt Jeſus our Lord. All 
Love, all Glory be to the Ever Bleſſed Trinity, now and 
for evermore. Amen. i 


Wedneſday, February. 7. Spent the Morning in pro- 


viding Things for my Journey, and taking leave of 


my dear Chriſtian Friends, whom I love as my own 
Soul, —Had feveral Preſents made me by ſuch as God 
had worked upon by my Miniſtry ; and after having 
prayed and ſung Plalms in ſeveral Chriſtian Houſes,

Perceived myſelf perfectly 
recovered, and was much refreſhed by the coming of 
many dear Friends, with whom after I had breakfaſted 
and prayed, I took a moſt affectionate Leave; called 
at Dummer, ſung a Hymn, prayed, and gave a Word 
of Exhortation to certain Diſciples that were there, 
and reached Saliſbury with my Companion in Travel 
Mr. Seward about ſix in the Evening. Here I wrote 


ſeveral Letters to my London and Baſingſtoke Friends, 


and ſent for Mr, Chubb, in order to have a Conference 
with him concerning his late Book, but he happened 
not to be at home.—Oh that that unhappy Man was 
turned from his erroneous Principles! For I fear, like 
Simon Magus, he has bewitched many about Salisbury 
with his falſe DoCtrines.—Lord, ſuffer not thy People to 
believe a Lye, though they have held the Truth in Unrigh- 
teouſneſs. Raiſe up, I beſeech thee, ſome true Paſtors 
among ſt them, who may acquaint them with the Nature 
and Neceſſity of the New Birth, and point out to them the 
bleſſed Spirit, whereby they may have that Repentance 


wrought in their Souls, which the ſelf-righteous Mr. Chubb 
falſely alſerts may be wrought in them by a moral Perſuaſion.

BATH and BRISTOL. 


Wedneſday, February 14. After Fam ily-Pra er, and 
giving a Word of Exhortation, I ſet out for Bath, 
and was greatly comforted there with ſome Chriſtian 
Brethren.— I then waited on Doctor C—y, deſiring I 
might have the Uſe of the Abbey Church to preach |. 
for the Orphan-houſe, the Truſtees having obtained 
Leave of the Biſhop before I went to Georgia. But he 
was pleaſed to give me an abſolute Refuſal to preach 
either on that, or any other Occaſion, without a poſi- 
tive Order from the King or Biſhop. I aſked him his 
Reaſons, He faid, he was not obliged to give me any. 
Upon which, I took my leave, and retired with my 
Friends, and prayed for him moſt fervently.—The 
Time will come, ſays our Lord, when they ſhall thru you 
out of their Synagogues. 

After Dinner, other Circumſtances concurring, we 
thought God called us to Briſtol. And with Cheerful- 
neſs of Heart, we reached that Place about Seven in 
the Evening. But who can expreſs the Joy with which 
I was received? To add to my Comfort, many Let- 45 
ters came to my Hands from London Friends, which 4 
rejoyced me exceedingly. And what was the chiefeſt 
Pleafure, ſomebody or other thought me conſidera- 
ble enough to write a Letter in the Weekly Miſcellany 

againſt me, and with ſeveral Untruths, about my | 
preaching at St. Margarets We fiminſter Thou ſhalt a-. 
fever for me, my Lord and my God. Tet à little while 
and we ſhall appear at the * t-ſeat of Chriſt. Then, A 
ſhall my Innocence be made clear as the Lebt, and my 1 
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Thurſday, February 15. Sat up till paſt one in the 
Morning anſwering my dear Friends Letters, having 
no Time otherwiſe.—Received a Letter from a dear 
Chriſtian Brother, wherein were theſe Words, „I was 
« told that Mr. B a laid to Mr. C h, I be- 
« leve the Devil in Hell is in you all, Whitefield bas 
„ ſet the Town on Fire, and now he is gone to kindle a 
Flame in the Ccuntry. Shocking Language for one 
*& who calls himſelf a Miniſter of the Goſpel! But, 
my dear Friend, I truſt this will not move you, 
unleſs 1t 1s to pity him, and pray the more carneſtly 
that he may experience the Power of thoſe Truths 
he is now oppoſing, and have the fame Fire kindled 
in his Breaſt, againſt which he is now ſo much en- 
raged, For I truſt I am perſuaded, it is not a Fire 
* of the Devil's kindling, but an holy Fire that has 
« proceeded from the Holy and Bleſſed Spirit. Oh

After having breakfaſted and prayed with ſome 
religious Friends, I went with Mr. Seward to publick 
Worſhip; from thence to the Reverend Mr. G—-s, 
Miniſter of Sr. Mary, Ratcliff, who, as I was inform- 
ed, had promiſed to lend me his Church to preach in 
for the 88 But he, in effect, gave me a 
Refuſal, telling me, that he could not lend his Church 
without a ſpecial Order from the Chancellor, —Upon this, 
immediately waited upon the Chancellor, to whom I 
had ſent the Night before—But he told me frankly, that 
he would not give any poſitive Leave, neither would 
ce he prohibit any one that ſhould lend me a Church:

“like? Soon after this, I took my leave, and wait- 
ed upon the Reverend the Dean, who received me with 
great Civility, When I had ſhewn him my Georgia 
Accounts, and anſwered him a Queſtion or two about 
the Colony, I aſked him, Whether there could be 
e any juſt Objection againſt my preaching in Churches 
„for the Orphan-houſe? ” va | ter a Pauſe for a con- 
ſiderable Time, he anſwered, < He could not tell.“ 
But ſomebody knocking at the Door, he replied, «© Mr, 
« Whitefield, I will give you an Anſwer ſome other 
„Time; now I expect Company.” Will you be 

«« pleaſed to fix any, Sir? faid I, I will ſend to you, 
„ fays the Dean.” O Chriſtian Simplicity, whither art 
thou fled ! Why do not the Clergy ſpeak the Truth, that it 
is not againſt the Orphan-houſe, but againſt me and my 
Doctrine, that their Enmity is levelled Had another 
came in his own Name, him they would have received. 
But do thou, O Lord, behold their Enmity, and grant 
unto me, and all thy deſpiſed Servants, that with all Bold. 
neſs we may ſpeak thy Word, 

About three in the Afternoon, God having given 
me great Favour in the Jaylor's Eyes, I preached a 
Sermon on the Penitent Thief to the poor Pr iſoners in 
Newgate, and collected fifteen Shillings for them.— 
Many ſeemed much affected, and I hope the Power of 
the Lord was preſent to awaken them. 

Art ſeven I expounded for an Hour with very great 
Power to a young Society, which God has cauſed to 
be eſtabliſhed ſince I was in Briſtol laſt: And many, 
I heard afterwards, were pricked to the Heart, which 
was manifeſt enough by the Tears that were ſhed by 
almoſt all that heard me.—B/zſſed be God the good Seed 
ſown by my Miniſtry, though but as a Grain of Muſtard. 
. is now, being tvatered by the Dew of Heaven, be. 
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ginning to grow into a great Tree, Lord this is thy doing, 


and it is marvellous in our Eyes. 

The Leſſons were very remarkable, and the People 
made an Application for me.—The firſt was the Oppo- 
ſition made againſt Aaron's Prieſthood, and God's de- 
termining who was in the right, by cauſing his Rod to 
bloſſom when the other Rods produced nothing. So 
let it happen, O Lord, to me thy nnwworthy Servant, 
— The ſecond was the Eleventh Chapter of St. Paul's 
2d Epiſtle to the Corinthians, where the Apoſtle re- 
counted his Sufferings for Chriſt, againſt the Inſinua- 
tions of the falſe Apoſtles. Bleſſed be God in moſt of the 
Things there recorded, I have, in ſome ſmall Degree, had 
Fellowſhip with the- Apoſtle, and before I die, I doubt not 
but I ſhall ſympathize with him in moſt other Articles — 
While I was reading it, I could not forbear bluſhing 

much, *The People were intent upon me, their Eyes 
beſpoke the Language of their Hearts : Each ſeemed to 
ay, Thou art the Man. Suffering is the beſt Preferment, 


Friday, Feb. 16. Began this Morning to ſettle a dai- 
ly Expoſition, and reading Prayers to the Priſoners in 
Newgate. I opened it by enlarging on the Converſion 
of the Jailor, and I truſt the ſame good Work will be 
experienced in this Priſon before I leave it. 

Dined with a religious Family, ſpent a conſiderable 
Time in ſinging Hymns, and Prayer, viſited and 
prayed with two choice Servants of our Bleſſed Lord, 
and expounded from Five *till near Nine, to two 
thronged Societies, one of which chiefly conſiſted of 
young Men whom God ſeems to have called to ſhine 
as Lights in the World, in a crooked and perverſe 
Generation.—Oh how thankful ought I to be, for ſeeing 
theſe Fruits of my poor Labours [ | 


Saturday, Feb. 17. Read Prayers and expounded the 
Parable of the Prodigal Son at Newgate to a great 
Number of People; and afterwards was much refreſhed 

by the coming of a dear London Friend, and the Re-

ceipt of ſeveral Letters; for the Writers of which, I 
with many others immediately kneeled down and gave 
Thanks. One Thing affected me much in their Let- 
ters, vix. Their News of a great Oppoſer's being given 
over by the Phyſicians.— Alas poor Man ! We all prayed 
moſt beartily for him, knowing how ſhortly he muſt givg 
an Account of what he had moſt unjuſtly ſaid and wrote 
againſt me and many true Servants of Jeſus Chriſt, Fa- 
ther lay not this Sin to his Charge. 
About One in the Afternoon I went with my Bro- 
ther Seward, and another Friend, to Kingſwood, and 
was moſt delightfully entertained by an old Diſciple of . 
the Lord. —My Bowels have long ſince yearned to- 
ward the poor Colliers, who, as far as I can find, are 
very numerous, and yet are as Sheep, having no Shep- 
herd, —After Dinner therefore, I went upon a Mount 
and ſpake to as many People as came unto me. They 
were upwards of two hundred.—Bleſſed be God that I 
have now broke the Ice; I believe I never was more acc 
table to my Maſter than when I was ſtanding to teach thoſe 
Hearers in the open Fields. — Some may cenſure me. — But 
5 ww pleaſed Men, I fhould not be the Servant of 
Chriſt. 

About five, we returned full of Joy; and I wrote 
to the Biſhop of Briſtol (as I had done before to the 
Biſhop of Bath and Wells) for Leave to preach in his 
Lordſhip's Churches, for the Benefit of the Orphan. 
houſe. May God incline him to ſend me an Anſwer of 
Peace! 5 | 

At ſeven, I went to expound to a Society of young 
Men for near two Hours, and then came home wi 
my Friends, bleſſing and praiſing God.

Sunday, February 18. Aroſe this Morning about ſux, 
being called up by near fifty young Perſons, whom I 
appointed to meet me at my Siſter's Houſe, and with 
whom I ſpent above an Hour in Prayer, Pſalm- ſinging, 
and a warm Exhortation.—Soon after this, I read 
Prayers, and preached at Newgate to a large and very 


_* attentive. 
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attentive Congregation. At ten, I preached at St. 
Werburgh's with great Freedom, and to a large Au- 
dience.—Bleſſed be God, I thought yeſterday I ſhould 
not have the Uſe of any Pulpit; but God, who has 
the Hearts of all Men in his Hands, diſpoſed the Re- 
verend Mr. Penroſe to lend me his, who thanked me 
for my Sermon; and the Reverend Mr. Gibbs ſent to 
me, and offered me the Uſe both of St. Thomas and 
St. Mary Ratcliff.—The latter of theſe I accepted of, 
and preached to ſuch a Congregation as my Eyes ne- 
ver yet ſaw, with great Liberty and Demonſtration of 
the Spirit Many went away for want of room; and 
Mr. Gibbs and his Lady were exceeding civil both to 

me and Mr. Seward. —The Lord reward them for this 
their Love. 

After Sermon, and taking a little Refreſhment, I 
haſted to a Society in Baldwin-ftreet, where many hun- 
dreds were aſſembled to hear me, ſo that the Stairs 
and Court below, beſides the Room itſelf, were crowd- 
ed.—Here I continued expounding for near two Hours. 
And then expounded for as long a Time at another 
Society in Nrcholas-ſtreet, equally thronged, but with 
much greater Power. Surely, that ſame Jeſus that 
came to his Diſciples, the Doors being ſhut, when they 
aſſembled together, was with us of a truth : For great 
Numbers were quite melted down, and God fo cauſed 
me to renew my Strength, that I was better when I 
returned home, than when I began to exhort my young 
Fellow-ſoldiers at fix in the Morning. I could not ao 
this, except Feſus Chriſt did ſtrengthen me. By bis free 
Grace alone, I am what I am. Not unto me, but unto 
thy Name, O Lord, alone be all the Glory. 


Monday, Feb. 19. Read Prayers and expounded as 
uſual at Newgate, and preached in the Afterooon to a 
t Maltitude at the Pariſh-Church of St. Philip and 
oy and collected Eighteen Pounds for the Orphan- 
houſe. Thouſands went away, becauſe there was no 
room for thera within; and God enabled me to read

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Prayers and preach with great Boldneſs. —See ye nat, 
ye Oppoſers, how you prevail nothing Why do you not be- 
' tieve, that it would not be thus, unleſs God was with me? 
Lord, open thou their Eyes, that they may ſee that this is

About Six in the Evening I went to a new Society 
greatly thronged, and was enabled, notwithſtanding I 


had exerted myſelf ſo much at St. Philip's to expound - 


with great Freedom of Spirit for above an Hour, — 
Thence I went and expounded for near the Space of 
two Hours to another Society in Baldwin-Street, and 
much Power from above was amongſt us. This done, 
I returned home full bf Joy, which was kept up by 
converſing, ſinging, and praying with many Chriſtian 


Brethren, —We parted, rejoycing that God cauſed us 


to go on from conquering, and to conquer. 


Amongſt the Letters I received from religious Cor 


reſpondents, one writes to me thus, — Mr. , who 
<« wrote that Letter in the Miſcellany, died Yeſterday.”* 


Ie is now gone to give an Account of the many hard 


Speeches contained therein. And is convinced that Ortho-

He 
ſaid that was nothing to me.— Hs then read over Part 
of the Ordination-Office, and thoſe Canons that for- 
bid any Miniſter preaching in a private Houſe, &c.— 
And then he asked me what I iaid to them? I anſwer- 
ed, that I apprehended thoſe Canons did not belong to 

ofeſſed Miniſters of the Church of England. But 
= ſaid they did. Ahere is alſo a- Canon, ſaid I, Sir, 
forbidding all Clergymen to ſrequent Taverns and play 

at Cards; why i is not that put in Execution? Why does 
not ſomebody complain of them, ſays he, and. then it 
would. —When I aſked him why I was thus taken par- 
ticular Notice of, (referring to my printed Diſcourſes 
for my Principles: ) He faid, I preached falſe Doctrine. 
Upon which I anſwered him not a Word, but told 
him, notwithſtanding thoſe Canons, I could not but 
ſpeak the Things that I knew,” and was reſolved to 
| proceed as uſual —** Obſerve his Anſwer then, ſaid he, 
% Mr, Regifter* And turning to me, added, “I 
am reſolved, Sir, if you preach or expound any 
« where in this Dioceſe, till you have a Licence, I 
« will firſt ſuſpend, and then excommunicate you””--- 
I then took my Leave—He waited upon me very 
civilly to the Door, and told me, What he did was in

* of Briſtol;— And lo we parted, 
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| Being taken ill, juſt before I-went to the Chancellor, 
in my Return Home, I found I had not ſo much 
Joy as Peace. But however, I did not receive the 
| leaſt Motion of Reſentment to ariſe in my Heart. 
| And to ſhew how little I regarded ſuch Threatnings, 
| after I had joyned in Prayer for the Chancellor, I 1 4 

immediately went and expounded at Newgate as uſual; '1 
where God gave me great Joy, and wonderouſly prick- 
ed many to the Heart, as though he would fay, This 

is the Way, walk in it. After this we dined with ſe- 

veral Chriſtian Friends with the kind Keeper of the 
Priſon, and rejoyced exceedingly at the Thoughts, that 

we ſhould one Day or other ling together in ſuch a 
Place as Paul and Silas did. God prepare us for that 
Hour. For I believe it will come, I hall be exalted, I 

muſt be humbled. 

At four there was a general Expectation of my © 
preaching at St. Nicholas; thouſands went to hear 
me. But the Lecturer ſent Word, that Orders were 
given by Mr. Br, that I ſhould not preach in 

his Church; which rejoyced me greatly. Lord why 

agſt thou thus honour me? | * 

At five, I went and expounded on the firſt of St. 
James, to a Chriſtian Aſſembly indeed, who were 
much affected And afterwards I haſted to Nicholas- 
ftreet, where was a great Crowd waiting for me upon 
the Stairs, Yard, and Entry of the Houſe, as well as 
in the Room itſelf, —I expounded the ninth of Sr, 
Fobn, exhorted all to imitate the poor Beggar, and 
not to fear the Face of Men;—God was pleaſed to 
fill me with unſpeakable Joy and Power, —All were 
wonderouſly touched, and when after my Expoſition © _ 
I prayed particularly for the Chancellor, the whole 
Company was drowned in Tears, and faid moſt carneſt Ns 
Amens to all the Petitions I put up for him.—It is * 
remarkable, we have not had ſuch a continued Pre- 4 
ſence of God amongſt us, as we have had ſince I was 
threatned to be excommunicated, But thus it was fars, 7 
* ”" merh, 
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merly, ſo it will be now. When we are caſt out, Chriſt 
will more —_—y reveal himſelf to us. 


Wedneſday, February 21, Had ſeveral come to me 
this $4.25 4 to enquire about the State of their 
Souls, amoagſt whom was a little Girl of thirteen 
Years of Age, who told me in great Simplicity, 
« She was pricked through and through with the 
« Power of the Word.” And indeed a good Work, 
I believe, has been wrought in her Heart. Out of 
the Mouths of Babes and '$ ucklings haſt thou perfetted 
Praiſe. 

Preached at Newgate with uncommon Freedom 
and Power, and obſerved the Audience to be quite 
melted down. After this I made a Collection for 
the poor Priſoners, and at my Return Home was 
much comforted by another gracious Soul, whom 
God brought unto me, and who was willing to fol- 
low me not only to Georgia, but allo to Friſon and 
to Death. 

At three in the Afternoon, according to my Ap- 
pointment, I went to Kingſwood amonglt the Colliers. 
God highly favoured us in ſending a fine Day, and 
near two thouſand People were aſſembled on that Oc- 
caſion. I preached on Fohn ch. iii. ver. 3. and 
enlarged for near an Hour, I hope, to the Comfort 
and Edification of thoſe that heard me. God grant

Abour ſix in the Evening, I expounded to a Socie- 
ty without Lawford's Gate, and afterwards to another 
in Baldwin-ſtreet , Loth were —— crowded and 
attentive.

but afterwards God gave me a freſh Supply of Grace,

After Dinner, I was taken very ill, fo that I was 

obliged to lie upon the Bed; but, looking upon it on- 

ly as a Thorn in the Fleſh, at three I went, according 


to Appointment, and" preached to near four or five 


thouſand People, from a Mount in Kingſwood, with 
great Power. The Sun ſhone very bright, and the 
People ſtanding in ſuch an awful Manner round the 
Mount, in the profoundeſt Silence, filled me with an 
holy Admiration.

This done, God ftrengthened me to expound to a 
Society without Lawford*s Gate, and afterwards to ano- 


| ther in the City, and afterwards to a third. And T_ 


ſpokes” 
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ſpoke with more Freedom the laſt Time than at the 
fuſt. When I am weak, then am I ſtrong. 


Saturday, Feb. 24. About ten in the Morning I wait- 
ed on the Chancellor, and ſhewed a Letter I hacl re- 
ceived from the Lord Biſhop of Byiſtol. My Maſter 
gave me. great Boldneiz of Speech, and I aſked the 
Chancellor why he did not write to the Biſhop accord- 
ing to his Promiſe ? And, I think, he anſwered, he 
was to blame. I then inſiſted on his proving I had 
- preached falſe Doctrine, and reminded him of his 
threatning to excommunicate me in the Name of the 
Clergy and Laity of the City of Briſtol, But he 
would have me think that he had ſaid no ſuch Thing; 
and confeſſed, at this Time, that he had neither heard 
me preach, nor read any of my Writings. I aſked 
him his Reaſons for prohibiting my collecting for the 
Orphan-houle. . He anſwered, It would hinder the 
Peoples Bencfactions to the Briſtol Clergy. I replied, 
It would by no Means hinder their Contributions, and

Many that were paſting along the Road on Horſeback, 
ſtood ſill to hear me; and, I hope, many were bet- 
tered by what was ſpoken. 

This Evening I declined going to any Society, that

Canons which he produced were not 
intended againſt ſuch Meetings as mine are, where 
his Majeſty is conſtantly prayed for, and every one 

is free to ſee what is done. I am ſorry to give your 
Lordſhip this Trouble ; but I thought proper to 
mention theſe Particulars, that I might know of 
your Lordſhip wherein my Conduct is exceptionable. 
I heartily thank your Lordſhip for your intended 
Benefaction.— I think the Deſign is truly good, and 
will meet with Succeſs, becauſe ſo much. oppoſed.

NEWPORT in WALES. 


Friday, March 9, Left Cardiff about ſix in the 
Morning, and reached Newport about ten, where ma- 
ny came from Pontypool, and other Parts, on purpoſe 
to hear me. The Miniſter being aſked, and readily 
granting us the Pulpit, I preached with great Power to 
about a thouſand People; and then, with my Brother 
Howel Harris, Seward, &c. we went rejoycing, and 
bleſſing God for opening an effectual Door by the 
Way. Ithink Wales is excellently well prepared for the 
Goſpel of Chriſt. They have many burning and ſhining 
Lights both among the diſſenting and Church Miniſters, 
amongſt whom Mr. Griffith Jones ſhines in particular. 
No leſs than fifty Charity Schools have been erected 
by his Means, without any ſettled viſible Fund, and freſh 
ones are ſetting, up every Day. People make nothing 
of coming twenty Miles to hear a Sermon, and great 
Numbers there are who have not only been Hearers, 
but Doers alſo of the Word ; ſo that there is a moſt - 


comfortable Proſpect of the ſpreading of the Goſpel, in ĩ 


Wales. I really believe there are ſome now living, which 


ſoall not taſte of Death till they ſee the Kingdom of God 


come with Power. 


BRISTOL 


Saturday, March 10. Got ſafe to Briſtol with my 
dear Fellow Travellers about eleven at Night. Preach- 


d in the Morning at Newgate, and in the Afternoon

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on the Poor-houſe Steps. The Hearers were much affected, 
and melted into Tears, i 


Sunday, March 11. Had a whole Room full of Peo- 
ple come to hear me at fix in the Morning, with whom 
1 prayed and ſung Pſalms for near an Hour. Then I 
read Prayers, and preached at Newgate. Afterwards 
went to Hannam Mount, where was near a third Part as 
many again as laſt Sunday; and at four in the After- 
noon, preached, as uſual, on the Mount at Roſe-Green. 
The Congregation was not quite ſo large as before, on 
account of the Coldneſs of the Weather; but God 
was pleaſed to withhold the Rain and Hail whilſt I 

was ſpeaking, and we collected ten Pounds for the Or- 
phan-houſe., Bleſſed be God my Strength increaſes. Sa- 
tan bas been very quiet this Week paſt, and God has pour- 
ed much Comfort into my Soul; ſo that I muſt prepare 
for freſh Trials, O my dear Redeemer, grant that I may 


put on the whole Armour of God, that I may withſtand all 
the fiery Darts of the Devil. 


8 4TH. 


Monday, March 12. Went, in Company with ſeven 
more dear Friends, to Bath, and had the Comfort of 
meeting with ſome true Followers of Jeſus Chriſt, 
whom I knew not before. Received News of the 
wonderful Progrels of the Goſpel in Yorkſhire, under 
the Miniſtry of my dear Brother Ingbam. Had the 
Pleaſure of hearing that the Mayor and the Sheriffs of 
Briſtol had abſolutely forbid the Keeper of Newgate 
letting me preach there any longer, becauſe I inſiſted 
upon the Neceflity of our New-Birth.—The Keeper 
was much concerned, and told them, I preached a- 
greeable to Scripture z but they were offended at him. 
« They anſwered and ſaid unto him, Thou art altogether 
« born in Sin, and doſt thou teach us?” John ix. 334. 

Finding many in Bath were deſirous to heat me, hav- 


ing given a ſhort Notice, about five in the Evening; h 
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ched out on the Town-Common, to a much 
larger Audience than could reaſonably be expected. 
It ſnowed good Part of the Time; but the People 
ſtaid very contentedly. Indeed ſome ſaid (as I heard 
afterwards) that I ſpoke Blaſphemy; but the People of 
God were much rejoyced ; and ſome, I hope, effectu- 
ally wrought upon. Praiſed be God for opening ſuch 
an effeftual Door here. Many Adverſaries muſt be 
expelted in ſo polite a Place as Bath, But God is with 
me, and 1 fear neither Men or Devils. 

After Sermon, I returned to our Inn, and ſpent the 
Remainder of the Evening in ſweet Converſation with, 
a great Number of experienced Chriſtians. My Heart 

was much enlarged in Prayer; and I can ſay, the Love 
of God was ſhed abroad abundantly therein. For ever 
adored be the Riches of his free Mercy. 


Tueſday, March 13. Preached again at the Fiſb-ponds 
with great Power, and obſerved all to behave exceed- 
ing orderly. 

Had extraordinary Power given me at the Soci 
in Nicholas-ſtreet, and exhorted them with all poſſible 
Earneſtneſs, not to let Bigotry, or Party Zeal, be ſo 
much as mentioned among them. For I deſpair of ſee- 
ing ChriſPs Kingdom come, till we are all thus minded. 


Wedneſday, March 14. Being forbid preaching in 
the Priſon, and, withal, being reſolved not to give 
place to my Adverſaries, no not for an Hour, I 
preached at Baptiſts Mills, a Place very near the City, 
to three or four thouſand People, from theſe Words, 
« What think you of Chriſt ? ** Bleſſed be God, all Things 
bappen for the Furtherance of the Goſpel. I now preach. 
to ten Times more People than I ſhould, if I had been 
confined to the Churches. Surely the Devil is blind, and 
fo are his Emiſſaries, or otherwiſe they would not thus con- 
found themſelves. Every Day Jam invited to freſh Places.

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the reſt I muſt leave unviſited, till it ſhall pleaſe God ta 
bring me back from Georgia. 


Thurſday, March 15, It ſnowing all Day, I could 
not go to Sion to preach, as I propoſed, but ſpent the 
Day in religious Diſcourſe, writing Letters, and ex- 
e in which God was pleaſed to give me un- 
peakable Comfort. Received a ſtrong Invitation to 
come to Cardiff once more, and to preach at Landaff; 
but Buſineſs will not permit. Bleſſed be God, that Peo- 
ple are ready to hear his Word. Surely the Lord will 
fulfil the Defires of them that fear him. 


Fridsy, March 16. Being much intreated by the Peo- | 
ple, and Horſes being ſent for me, I went and preach- 
ed at Elberion, a Village about nine Miles off Briſtol. 
The Clergyman denied me the Pulpit ; . fo I preached 
on a little Aſcent on which the May-pole was fixed. 
The Weather being cold, and the adjacent Villages 
having but little Notice, I had not above two hundred 
Hearers. But after Dinner, I haſted to Thornbury, 
where I was invited alſo, and preached with uncommon 
Power to a great Part of my Morning Congregation, 
and many hundreds beſides. Mr. Willis, the Incum- 
bent, lent me the Church, and uſed me with great Civi- 
lity, as did two other Clergymen who were there pre- 
{ent. The People were very deſirous to have me ſtay ; 
but I had promiſed to lie at Mintenburn, at a Quaker's 
Houſe, where three more of their Friends met us, 
and with whom we had agrecable Converſation. But 
J cannot ſay their Arguments for omitting: the out- 
ward Signs of Baptiſm, and the Lord's Supper, and 
for having no outward Call to the Miniſtry, were at 
all convincing : However, they wiſhed me good Luck 
in the Name of the Lord, and we parted from each 
other very lovingly. God grant J may be always of 4

Sunday, March 18. Had the Pleaſure of ſeeing my 
Morning Audience ſo much increaſed, that above an 
hundred were obliged to ſtand without in the Street. 
Was taken ill for about two Hours; but, notwithſtand- 
ing, was enabled to go and preach at Hannum to ma- 
ny more than were there laſt Sunday. And in the Af- 
ternoon, I really believe no leſs than twenty thouſand 
were preſent at Roſe-Green, Bleſſed are the Eyes which 
ſee the Things which wwe ſee. Surely God is wwith us of a 
Truth. To behold ſuch Crowds ſtand about us in ſuch 
an awful Silence, and to hear the Eccho of their ſings: + 
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ing run from one End of them to the other, is very 
ſolemn and ſurprizing. My Diſcourſe continued for 
near an Hour and a Half; and at both Places, above 
fourteen Pounds were collected for the Orphan-houſe; 
and it pleaſed me to fee with what Cheerfulneſs the Col- 
liers and poor People threw in their Mites, —Contrary 
to my Expectation, having a Cold upon me, God ena- 
bled me afterwards to expound for above an Hour to a 
crowded Society, with great Freedom and Plainneſs of 
Speech.

Menday, March 19. After having refreſhed myſelf 
and Friends by reading a Packet of Letters from Lon- 
don, and diſpatched ſome other Buſineſs, according to 
Appointment, I ſet out for Bath, and got thither a- 
bout three in the Afternoon, Dinner being ended, 
through great Weakneſs of Body, and Sickneſs in my 
Stomach, I was obliged to ly down upon the Bed; but 
the Hour being come for my preaching, I went, weak 
and languid as I was, depending on the Divine 
Strength, and, I think, ſcarce ever preached with 
greater Power. There were about 4 or 5000 of High 
and Low, Rich and Poor, to hear. As I went along, 
I obſerved many Scoffers; and when J got upon the 
Table to preach, many laughed; but before I had fi- 
niſhed my Prayer, all was huſht and ſilent; and e'er I 
had concluded my Diſcourſe, God, by his Word, ſeem- 
ed to impreſs a great Awe upon their Minds; for all 
were deeply attentive, and ſeemed much affected with 
what had been ſpoken. Men may fee for à little 
dobile; but there is ſomething in this Ieolifoneſs of 
preaching which will make the moft ſtubborn Heart to

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Tueſday, March 20. Had the Pleaſure of hearing of 
the Succeſs of my Diſcourſe yeſterday upon many Souls, - 
eſpecially upon two little Children, who were obſerved 
to come home crying, and to retire to Prayers. 
Spent the Morning in writing Letters, and viſiting 
ſome few righteous Souls that live in this Sodom. God 
has a Remnant every where, At Eleven o' Clock I read 
Prayers at the Hoſpital, and was greatly comforted ' 
by the ſecond Leſſon, which was the 7th of St. Fohn. 
After Dinner I was taken ill again; but notwithſtand- 
ing, God ſtrengthned me to preach to about as great a 
Congregation as yeſterday, and, I believe, with great

Breakfaſted this Morning 
with one Mr. M——-r, who kindly invited me and 
my Friends,—Perceived a great Freedom in my Spirit, 
and afterwards went to a private Houſe, where many 
were aſſembled to hear the Word.

2 Caſes, and could not but rejoyce to fee how . 

retly and irreſiſtably the Kingdom of Jus Chriſt is 
carried on, in ſpite of all Oppoſition.— In the After- 
noon I preached again at Bap!ijt Mills, where fome- 
body was fo kind as to put ſome Turf together for me 
to ſtand upon, I perceived a great Freedom of Speech, 
and inſiſted much on original Sin, becauſe there are 
many in this City who, I fear, have imbibed the Prin- 
ciples of that polite Preacher Mr. F. But Woe 
be to them that deny that they are born in Sin.

Friday, March 23. Dined with many Quakers at 
French-hay, who entertained me and my Friends with 
much Chriſtian Love; but we could by no means 
agree about the Diſuſe of the two outward Signs in 
the Sacrament, nor of their abſolute refuſing to pay 
Tithes. - But I think their Notions about walking and 
being led by the Spirit are right and good. I ſhould 
rejoyce to find all Quakers thus minded. Much Sincerity 
and Simplicity ſeems to be among ſt them. —But I think, at 
the ſaine Time, they inſiſt ſo much upon the inward Life, 
they place too much Religion in their not uſing Externals. 

After Dinner, I went and preached at the Fi pond, 
as uſual, where were many Coaches, and about as great 
a Number of People as before.

After I came home, I viſited two Societies, 
where God was pleaſed to give us great Tokens of his 
Preſence; and the Way up to the laſt Room was ſo 
exceedingly thronged that I was obliged to go up by

Saturday, March 24. Received glad Tidings of great 
Joy from my religious Correſpondents, —Spent the 
Morning in anſwering their kind Letters, - and preach- 
ed in the Afternoon at the Poor-houſe, where both the 
Number of the People, and my Strength were greatly 
encreaſed.— After Sermon, I collected for the Orphan- 
houſe, and the poor People ſo loaded my Hat with 
their Mites, that I wanted ſomebody to hold up my 
Hands.—The Cheerfulneſs with which they guve is in- 
expreſſible ; and the _ Prayers they joined with 
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their Alms, I hope, will lay a good Foundation for 
the Houſe intended to be built. After this, God 
brought me to ſome more of his own dear Children, and 
I ſpent the Remainder of the Evening in expounding 
to a Society, where almoſt all were drowned in Tears, 
when I mentioned my Departure to them. —The good 
Lord, ſend ſomebody among jt them to water what his own 
Right Hand hath planted. Even ſo, come Lord Feſus, 
come quickly. 


Sunday, March 25. God will work, and who ſhall 
hinder? I am ſhut out of the Priſon, and my Siſter's 
Room was not large enough to contain a fourth part of 
the People who come to me on a Sunday Morning. But 
God put it into the Hearts of ſome Gentlemen to lend 
me a large Bowling-Green, where I preached to about 
five thouſand People, and made a Collection tor my poor 
Orphans, till my Hands were quite weary.—Bleſſed be 
God, that the Bowliug-Green is turned into a Preaching- 
place. This, I hope, is a Token that Aſſembly-rooms and 
Play-houſes will ſoon be put to the ſame Uſe. O may the 
Word of God be mighty to the pulling down of theſe ſtrong 
Holds of the Devil! Al that love our Lord Feſus,. I am

—Afterwards, I again collected for the Orphan-houſe, 
and it was near an Hour and a Half before the People 
could go out. Many were very faint becauſe of the 
Throng, which was ſo exceeding great, that they troge 
one upon another, 

At eight I haſted to Weavers Hall, in Temple-ſtreet, 
which was procured me; becauſe the Society Rooms 
were too little. I was almoſt faint before I could get 
in through the Crowd ; but God enabled me to ſpeak 
with uncommon Freedom. and was with us of a. 
Truth. I belive there might be a thouſand Hearers. 
Mall may the Devil and his Servants rage berribly. 
Their Kingdom is in Danger. 

After I had done, I went to a Chriſtian Houſe, 
where many waited for me; and, at my Return home,

Inſtead of 
that, the Boys and People near began to caſt Stones 
and Dirt at him. I knew nothing of it till afterwards,

In the Evening I expounded again in Travers Hall, 
to a moſt crowded and attentive Aſſembly.

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a in the Afternoon at Publow, a Villines 
bout five Miles from Briſtol, to ſeveral thouſands of 
People.—The Church was offered; but being not ſuf.

Advice'of Friends I preached in the Fields, which put. 
me in mind of our Lord's ſaying, Go out into the _ 
ways and Hedges, and compel them to come in. 

Was bleſſed with two excellent Letters. Found out 
ſome more of God's ſecret ones, —Received ſome tem- 
poral Mercies, expounded to the Society in Baldwin- 
ſtreet, and went to a Friend's Houle, where we eat 
our Bread with Gladneſs and Singleneſs of Heart. Ob 
the Comforts of a ſpiritual Life ! 


Thurſday, March 29. Bleſſed be God, I hope a good 
Work is begun to Day.—Having had ſeveral Notices 
that the Colliers of Kingſwood were willing to ſubſcribe, 
I went to Dinner with them near a Place called Tw 
Mile Hill, and collected above twenty Pounds in Mo- 
ney, and got above forty Pounds in Subſcriptions to- 
ward building them a Charity-School.—It was ſurpri- 
ſing to ſee with what Cheerfulneſs they parted with 
their Money on this Occaſion. —Was I to continue 
here, I would endeavour to ſettle Schools all over the 
Wood, as alſo in other Places, as Mr. Griffith Jones 
has done in Wales, —Bat I have but juſt Time to ſer it 


it on Foot.—I hope God will Bleſs the Miniſtry of my hö- 


noured Friend Mr. John Weſley, and enable him to bring 


it to good Effeft.—1[t is a a Pity ſo many little ones as.

Aſſoon as I came to Town, I took my Leave of a 
Society in Caſtle-ftreet ;—but Tongue cannot expreſs 
the Sorrow they were in at the Mention of my De- 
parture.— After this, I did the ſame at a Society in 
Nicholas-ſtreet ;, and, I believe, for near an Hour, they 
wept aloud and ſorely all over the Room, as though 
they were mourning for the Death of their Firſt-born. 
Ob how cloſe are their Hearts knit to me! Bleſſed be 
Goa, there is one coming after me, who, I hope, will che- 
riſh. the Spark of divine Love now kindled in their Hearts, 
till it grows into a Flame, Amen, Lord Jeſus. 


Friday, March 30. Preached this Afternoon near 
Colepit Heath, ſcven Miles from Briſtol, a Place to 
which I was carneſtly invited, and where great Num- 
bers of Colliers live. I believe there were above two 
thouſand People aſſembled on this Occaſion.—The 
Weather was exceeding fair, the Hearers behaved ve- 
ry well, and the Place where I preached being near the 
Moyo I took Occaſion to warn them of miſpend- 

ing their Time in revelling and dancing. Ob that all 
ſuch Entertainments were put a flop to! J ſee no other 
Way to effeft it, but by going boldly, and calling People 
from ſuch lying Vanities in the Name of Jeſus Chriſt. — 
That Reformation which is brought about by a coercive 
Power, will be only outward and ſuperficial, but that 
which is done by the Force of God's Word, will be inward 
end laſting. Lord make me meet by thy Grace for ſuch a 
Work, and then ſend me. Lo! I come to do thy Will, 

About ſeven I returned to Briftol, and took Leave 
of the Society without Lawfora*s Gate; but there were 
o many People, that I was obliged to ſtand and ex- 
pound at the Window, that thoſe in the Yard (which 
was full) might hear alſo.—Their Hearts were ready to 
burſt with Grief; but 1 hope my dear W will come 
and comfort them,

Saturday, 
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Saturday, = 31., Went this Morning; and vi- 
ſited the poor Man who was miſuſed at the Glaſs 
Houſes. He ſeemed much concerned for what he had 
done, and confeſſed he knew not what he did : Upon 
which, I took Occaſion to diſſuade him from the Sin 
of Drunkenneſs, and parted from him very friendly. 

At eleven, I went and gave the Priſoners a ſrewel 
Exhortation, and left Orders concerning the Diſtribu- 
tion of the Money that had been collected for them. 
At four I preached, as uſual, at the Poor-houſe, 
where was a greater Congregation than eyer, and ve 
near nine Pounds gathered for the Orphan-houſe.— 
Bleſſed be God, the longer I ſlay, the more my Hearers in- 
creaſe. 

At my return home, I was much refreſhed with 
the Sight of my honoured Friend Mr. John Weſkey, 
whom God's Providence has ſent to Byiſtol.— Lord now 
beutel thou thy Servant depart in Peace. 


2 22 , April 1. Preached at the Bowling-Green, Han- 
nam, and Roſe-Green; at all which Places, the Congrega- 
tions were much enlarged, eſpecially at the latter. There 
were Twenty four Coaches, and an excceditig great 
Number of other People, both on Foot and Horſeback. 
The Wind was not ſo well ſet to carry the Voice as u- 
ſual; but however, I was ſtrengthened to cry aloud, | 
and take my laſt Farewel.—As I was returning home, 
it comforted me exceedingly, to hear almoſt every one 
bleſſing me, and wiſhing me a good Voyage in the 
Name of the Lord.—And indeed my Heart is ſo knit 
to Briſtol People, that I could not with ſo much Sub- 
miſſion leave, them, did I not know dear Mr. Meſiy 
was left behind to teach them the Way of God 
more. perfectly. Proſper, O Lord, the Warts of bis 
Hands upon him. 

It ſeven, I went and 3 my Leave of Baſdwoin- 
fret Society; but the Yard, and Entry leading; to it, 
was fo exceedingly crowded, that I was obliged to 
Ia up by a Ladder, and go over the Tiling of

another Houſe near adjoining, before I could get to the 
Door, 


Monday, April 2. Spent a good Part of the Morn- 
ing in talking with thoſe who came to take their Leave 
and Tongue cannot expreſs what a ſorrowful parting 
we had. —Floods of Tears flowed plentifully ; and my 
Heart was ſo melted down, that I prayed for them 
with ſtrong Cryings, and many Tears. -The Scene was 
very affecting, and, I think, muſt have made an Impreſ- 
ffon upon the moſt hardned Heart. | 

About one, I was obliged to force myſelf away. — 
Crowds were waiting at the Door to give me a laſt 
Farewel, and near twenty Friends accompanied me on 
Horſeback. . Bleſſed be God for the marvellous great 
Kindneſs he hath ſhewn me in this City. Many Sinners, 
] believe, have been effectually converted. It is unknown 
what Numbers have come to me under Convictions, 
and all the Children of God have been exceedingly 
comforted. —Various Preſents were ſent me as Tokens 
of their Love. Several thouſands of little Books have 
been diſperſed among the People; about two hundred 
Pounds collected for the Orphan-houſe, and many poor 
Families relieved by the Bounty of my Friend Mr. 
Seward, — And what gives me the greater Comfort, is 
the Conſideration, that my dear and honoured Friend 
Mr. Weſizy is left behind to confirm thoſe that are a- 
wakened ; ſo that when I return from Georgia, I hope 
fs ſee many bold Soldiers of Feſizs Chriſt. Grant this, 
O Lord, for the ſame thy dear Son's Sake, 


KINGSWOOD. 


Having taken my Leave, and paſſed through the 
People of Briſtol, who poured out many Bleſſings up- 

on me, I came about two to King fwood, where the Col- 
tiers, unknown to me, had prepared an hoſpitable En- 
tertainment, and were very forward tor me to lay the 
firſt Stone of their School, At length I cn | 
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and a Man giving me a Piece of Ground, in caſe Mr. 
C—— ſhould refuſe to grant them any; I laid a Stone, 
and then kneeled down on it, and prayed God that 
the Gates of Hell might not prevail againſt our De- 
ſign, The Colliers ſaid a hearty Amen; and after I 
had given them a Word of Exhortation ſuitable to the 
Occaſion, I took my Leave, promiling that I would 
come amongſt them again, if ever God ſhould bring 
me back to England. They ſeemed much pleaſed at 
this; and indeed they ſeem to have ſuch an uncom- 
mon Affection for me, that I hope a Reformation will 
be carried on amongſt them. And as for my own 
Part, I had rather preach the Goſpel to the unprejudi- 
ced ignorant Colliers, than to the bigotted, ſelf-righte- 


ous formal Chriſtians. The Colliers will enter into the 
Kingaom of God before them. | 


TAHORNBURY. 


About five, Iand my Friends got ſafe to Thornbury,z 
where I had appointed to preach as on this Day, when 
TI was there laſt.— The Miniſter, I find, was offended 
at my Doctrine, and therefore would not lend me the 
Pulpit again.—However, there being above a thou- 
ſand People waiting to hear the Word, I ſtood upon 
a Table, and taught in the Street. All was ſolemn 
and awful around us; every one behaved with Gravity; 
and God gave me Freedom of Speech. — The Re- 
mainder of the Evening was ſpent delightfully in ſing- 
ing Pſalms and Hymns with my dear Companions; 
and had not the parting with my Briſtol Friends caſt a 
little Damp upon my Heart, no one could have laid 
down his Head to ſleep with greater Pleaſure than I 
did. I find I never undertake a new Thing for my 
Maſter, but he gives me new Manifeſtations of Joy and

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OLD-PASSAGE. CHEAP STO. 


Tueſday, April 3. Came to the Old. Paſſage by nine 
in the Morning, and, according to Appointment, 
preached from ſome Steps to many People who came 
to hear me.— Then I exhorted, and ſung with as ma- 
ny as the Room would contain above in the Inn; and 
having providentially loſt our Paſſage, about three in 
the Afternoon I preached a ſecond Time from the 
Steps, at which many were much affected. The Re- 
mainder of the Day I ſpent in writing and praying 

with my Friends, and having taken a laſt Farewel, we 
paſſed over to Beechly about ſeven, and got fo far as 
Cheapſtory, where the People, I find, expected to hear 
me; but it being late, I could only ſing, and pray, and 
preach to about forty that came to the Inn, and gave 
a Promiſe, if poſſible, that I would come and preach 
in their Church before I left Wales.

HUS RK and PONTYPOOL. 


Wedneſday, April 4. Came hither before ten, and 
was much refreſhed with the Sight of my dear Bro- 
ther Hotel Harris, and ſeveral Chriſtian Friends, who 
came from Cardiff, and other Places, to give me the 
Meeting.—The Palpit being denied, I preached upon 
a Table under a large Tree to ſome hundreds, and 
God was with us of a Truth. After Dinner, with 
near forty on Horſeback, I ſet out for Poutypool, five 
Welch Miles from Huſt, and in the Way was informed, 
by a Man that heard it, that Mr. C—— 77—7y did me 
the Honour, at the laſt Monmouth Aſſizes, to make a 
publick Motion to Judge P d, to ſtop me and Bro- 


ther Howe! Harris, from going about teaching the 


People. Poor Man! he put me in mind of Tertullus in 


ebe Ach, — But the Hour is not yet come; I have ſcarce 
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begun my Teſtimony : For my finiſhing it, my Enemies may 
have Power over me from above, Lord, prepare me for 
that Hour. About five we got to Pontypool, and ſeve- 
ral thouſands were ready to hear me.—The Curate 
being very ſolicitous for it, I preached firſt (he having 
read Prayers) in the Church ; but there being great 
Numbers that could not come in, I-went afterward 
and preached to all the People in the Field. — My 
own Heart was much enlarged, and the divine Pre- 
ſence was much amongſt us; and indeed, I always 
find I have moſt Power when I ſpeak in the open Air. 
A Proof this to me, that God is pleaſed with this 
Way of preaching.—After Sermon, we went, and 
joyned in Prayer at the Gentlewoman's Houſe that 
owned the Field, and then we returned to the Houſe 
of Mr. G- of Pontypool; where, after taking a little 
Supper, and expounding the third Chapter of Gengis 
to two Rooms tull of People, I prayed, and berook 
myſelf to Reſt, and was full of ſuch unutterable Love, 
as no one can conceive but thoſe who feel 1t.—God be 
praiſed for my coming hither—[ere are many gracious 
Souls, and their Hearts are knit ta me in Chriſtian Love.

ABERGAVENNY and COMIHOY. 


| Thurſday, April g. Spent ſome Time very comfort- 
ably with my dear Friends at Pontypool, in ſinging, 
praying, and religious Conferences; and then, in Com- 
pany with about thirty on Horſeback, I came to Wer. 
gavenny, tem Miles from Pontypool, by eleven in the 
Morning. — All the Way as we journeyed, God 
ſtrengthened me mightily in the inner Man, and I 
could think of nothing ſo much as Foſhua going from 
City to City, and fubduing the devoted Nations. 
Here I expected much Oppoſition, having been in- 
formed, that many intended to diſturb me. 

But God impreſſed a divine Awe, upon all; ſo that 
though there were many Oppoſers preſent when T 
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preached, yet not any, dared to utter a Word. God 
cauſed me to ſpeak with extraordinary Authority, and 
I did not ſpare the polite Scoffers in the leaſt. Oh that 
they may come to the Knowledge of the Truth, and be ſa- 
ved! The Place I preached from, was the Backſide of 
a Garden, belonging to one Mr. V-, who invited 
me to Avergavenny, and erected a Place very commo- 
dious for my ſtanding upon; · ſo that the People, (in 
Number about two thouſand) could all hear very well. 
Afterwards we retired, and ſung a Hymn; and ſome 
Ladies having the Curioſity to come and hear us, I 
took that Opportunity of diſſuading them againſt Balls 
and Aſſemblies, and all other polite Entertainments. 
I hope God intended them good: For afterwards, I 
heard they were the chief Miſtreſſes of the Aſſembly 
in Abergavenny. Ob the polite World ! How are they 
ted away by lying Vamties ! | 
After Dinner, I went, according to Appointment, 
with about forty on Horſeback, to Comiboy, five Miles 
from A-ergavenny, and found the Miniſter of the 
Church to be a hearty Friend, and two or three others 
like minded with him. This rejoyced me exceeding- 
ly; and to ſee how loving the poor People were to me, 
much increaſed my Joy.—The Church not being quite 
large enough to hold half the Congregation, I preach- 
ed from the Croſs in the Churchyard.— The Word 
came with Power. Did not God call me elſewhere, 
I could ſpend ſome Months in Vales very profitably : 
The longer I am in it, the more I like it. To me 
they ſeem a People ſweetly diſpoſed to receive the Goſ- 
pel.— They are {imple and artleſs. They have left Bi- 
gotry more than the generality of our Engliſhmen”, and, 
through the Exhortations of Howe! Harris, and the 
Miniſtry of others, they are hungring and thirſting 
after the Righteouſneſs of Jeſus Chriſt. When I had 
done, I haſted back with my Friends to Abergavenny, 
where we were kindly entertained ; and, after having 
written a Letter or two, and expounded to three 
| Rooms 


at CARLEON and TRELEK Vt 
Rooms full of People, I went to Bed, rejoycing that 
my Eyes every Day ſaw the Salvation of God. 


CARLEON and TRELEK. 


Friday, April 6. Set out about eight in the Morn- 
ing from Abergavenny, with near a dozen Friends on 
Horſeback ; and ſoon after, near fifty or ſixty inore 
joined us; moſt of whom, I hope, had been effectu- 
ally called by the Grace of God. About Noon we 
reached Carleon, fifteen Miles from Mergavenny, a 
Town famous for having thirty Britiſb Kings buried in 
it, and producing three noble Chriſtian Martyrs. I 
choſe particularly to go hither, becauie when my Bro- 
ther Howel Harris was there laſt, ſome of the baſer | 
Sort beat a Drum, and huzza'd around him, on pur- ny 
pole to diſturb him.—But God ſuffered them not to 3 
move a Tongue now, though I preached from the ve- | 
ry ſame Place, and prayed for him by Name, as I 
have in every Place where I have preached in Wales. 

God forbid I ſhould be aſhamed either of my Maſter or bis 
Servants, Many thouſands were there from all Parts 
to hear me, and God gave me ſuch extraordinary 
Aſſiſtance, that I was carried out beyond myſelf; and 
I believe the Scoffers felt me to ſome Purpoſe. Oh that 
the Love of Chriſt may melt them down ! 

Alfter Dinner, we parted with ſome of our Friends, 
who were obliged to return home, becauſe they came 
from far. And it gave me great Pleaſure to fee how 
affectionately the poor People came, with Tears in their 
Eyes, bleſſing God for my Miniſtry, ſhaking me by 
the Hand, and praying for my ſpeedy Return amongſt 
them.-—Surely Godlineſs has the Promiſe of the Life that 
now ts, as well as that which is to come. The Numbers of 
my Enemies are inconſiderable; but my Friends cannot 
be numbred. And what gives me more Satisfaction, 
is, that they are Friends of God's making, not of the 
World's, who follow not only for Intereſt, but ſuch as

Saturday, April 7. Found myſelf but wegk in Body 


when I roſe in the Morning, and it being a very rainy 
ay, I reſolved to ſtay at Cheap/tow (which we reached 
by eleven of the Clock.) Great Numbers that came 
from the Countries round about, were ready to hear 
but the Miniſter being unwilling to lend the Pulpit on 
a Week Day, I only exhorted the People in he Din- 
ing- room where I lodged. believe God was with us. 
Oh how ſwiftly has this Week paſſed off! To me it 
has been but as one Day. Low do I pity thoſe polite 
ones, who complain that Time hangs heavy upon 
their Hands! Let them but love Chrift, and ſpend their 
whole Time in his Service, and they will find no dull 
melancholy Hours.

Tour ſay, April 12. Spent the Morning in anſwer- 
ing ſome of my dear Correſpondents, and preached in 
the Evening to near three thouſand Hearers in a Field 
belonging to my Brother. Cry out who will againft 
this my Forwardneſs, I cannot ſee my dear Country- 
men and Fellow Chriſtians every where ready to periſh 
through Ignorance and Unbelief, and not endeavour 
to convince them of both.

produce one Inſtance of their having refuſed the Aft- 
ſiſtance of a Stranger Clergyman, becauſe he had not a 
written Licence.

Lay at S$iroud, about three Miles 
from Chafford; preached in the Fields belonging to 
the Inn, at Nine in the Morning, to about 600 Peo- 
ple; went to S!oze-houſe to pay my dear Flock a Viſit 
there; and being intreated moſt earneſtly, as I paſſed 
through the Town yeſterday, at three I preached again 
at Painſwick, to double the Number I preached to be- 
fore. And God was with us of a Truth. Aſſoon as I 
had done, I haſted to Glouceſter, according to Ap- 
pointment, and preached in the Bootha!! to, I believe, 
near 5000 People. Extraordinary Power God was 
pleaſed to give me. I was uncommonly enlarged in 
Prayer; and though I had preached twice, and rode 
{ome Miles, yet 1 think I never ſpoke with greater 

e | Demons. 
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Demonſtration of the Spirit. God will work, and who 
Hall binder? 

After this, I received another Packet of Letters 
from Briſtol People, and was comforted by the com- 
ing of ſome more Friends, with whom I took ſweet 
Counſel, and praiſed God luſtily, and with a good 
Courage. How are his Mercies ſhowered down upon me 
What Enlargements of Heart have I experienced this 
Night! Oh that I had a thauſand Tongues wherewith to 
praiſe my God ! About three Days ago I was much humbled, 
: now am I exalted. Yet a little while and I ſhall be hum- 


bled again, Thus God acts according as be ſeeth be for 
our Souls, 


Sunday, April 15. Preached by eight in the Morn- 
ing to a larger Congregation than ever in my Brother's 
Field; went to the Cathedral Service at Ten; and af- 
ter Dinner went to Stonehouſe, being invited thither by 
the Miniſter, as well as People.-It rained all the Way 
going thither; but notwithſtanding that, I believe 

3000 Souls were ready to hear me, and behaved with 
great Decency and Devotion whilſt -I 'was ſpeaking to 
them. The Church not being large enough to con- 
tain a third part of the Auditory, I preached from a 
very commodious Place on the Outſide ; and rhough 
it rained the whole Time, yet I did not obſerve one 
Perſon leave the Place before I had done. — Afterwards 
many of the- Children of God came to me, rejoycing 
that Free Grace in Chrif had been preached unto them, 
telling me, it was Food to their Souls, and what they 
had experienced for ſome” Years. The other People 
alſo behaved moſt affectionately, and would have con- 
ſtrained me to abide with them all Night z but being 
engaged to return back to GlouceFer, I haſted thither 
through the Rain, and expounded in the Boothall to 

about 5000 People. They behaved excellently well, 
and hung upon me to hear the Word. All was hufht 
and folemn.—And my delivering the Word from a 
Place juſt before where the Judges fit rendered it wr 
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aw ful. —05 that I could plead the Cauſe of my Lord and 
Jung, even Jeſus Chris, with greater Power ! 


Monday, April 16, Preached with an extraqrdinary 
Preſence of God amongſt us at my Brother's Field a- 
bout ten in the Morning.—Received a moſt comforta- 
ble Packet of Letters, giving me an Account of the 
Succeſs of the Goſpel ;—viſited the Priſon, took a little 
Reſreſhment, —— to near a thouſand at Oxnell, 
ſeven Miles from Glouceſter, being invited thither by 
by the Reverend Mr. Pauncefoot, a worthy Miniſter of 
Jeſus Chriſt; then returned, and preached my Fare- 
wel Diſcourſe to more People than ever in the Boot hall, 
and afterwards found my Strength renewed, and m 
Soul filled with divine Love and Joy in the Holy 
Ghoſt, Oh what a Myſtery is the hidden Life of a 
Chriſtian ! 

Had many merciful Deliverances in going to, and 
returning from Newent. Praiſe the Lord, O my Soul, 
and all that is within me praiſe his holy Name. 

Received Letters from Abergavenny, acquainting me 
how many had been convinced ſince I was there.— 
Heard of one that had received the Holy Ghoſt im- 
mediately upon my preaching Chriſt. Received a Let- 
ter from one under ſtrong Convictions, and, indeed, 
there 1s ſcarce a Day paſſes over my Head, but God 
ſhews me that he works effectually upon the Hearts of 
many by my Miniſtry, 4 Proof this, I am ſure, 
that the Word preached is not my own, but God's. May 
be always own it in this Manner. Even ſo Lord Jeſus. 


Tueſday, April-17. Spent this Morning in viſiting a 
private Socicty, and converſing with many religious 
Friends, who came from far to take their Leave.— 
About eleven, by the Biſhop's Permiſſion, I baptized, 
at the Church of St. Mary de Crypt, Mr. Thomas 
W——4, a profeſſed TRE; about ſixty Years of 
Age, who was convinced of the Neceſſity of being 
born again of Water, as well as the Spirit, Many of

at GLOUCESTER. 
ChrifPs faithful Servants attended on the Prayers a- 
round him; and, I believe, the Holy Ghoſt was with 
us of a Truth. After the Solemnity was over, I gave 
a Word of Exhortation from the Font; and it being 
the Place where I myſelf not long ſince had been bap- 
tized, it gave me an Opportunity of reflecting on my 
own frequent Breaches of my baptiſmal- Vow, and 
proving the Neceſſity of the New Birth from the 
Okice of our Church. God, I believe, gave it his Bleſſing. 

After this, we returned, and gave private Thanks ; 


and having dined, prayed with, and taken Leave of 


my weeping Friends, and diſperſed a great many of 
my Sermons amongſt the Poor, I took Horſe. But

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Ob what Love did the People expreſs for me] How many 


came to me wveeping, and telling me what God had done 
for their Souls by my Miniſtry ! Oh how did they pray for 
my return amongſt them! Lord, I dared not expect ſuch 
Succeſs among my own Countrymen, When I came to 
the City, I found the Devil had painted me in moſt 
horrible Colours : For it was currently reported, that 
[ was really mad; that I had ſaid, I was the Holy 
Got, and that I had walked bareheaded throu 

Briſtol Streets ſinging Pſalms. But God was pleaſed 
to ſhew them that the Devil was a Liar, and fac the 
Words that I ſpoke were not thoſe of a Madman, but

me to think how God makes Way for me into the 
Hearts of his People; nay, even of his Enemies, 
wherever I go.

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CHELTENHAM, 7 Miles from Glouceſter, 


Being earneſtly invited by ſeveral of the Inhabitants, 
I came hither, attended with about a dozen Friends, 
by five of the Clock; and the Uſe of the Pulpit being 
refuſed me, I preached on the Bowling-green belongin 
to the Plough-Inn.—When I came in, the Town, ? 
perceived, was alarmed, by the People ſtanding at 
their Doors. At the firſt, I found myſelf quite ſhut 
up,My Heart and Head were dead as a Stone; 
but when I came to the Inn, my Soul began to 
be enlarged. I felt a Freedom in my Spirit, and was 
enabled to preach with extraordinary Power to near 
two thouſand People. Many were convicted. One 
was drowned in Tears, becauſe ſhe had ſaid I was cra- 
Zy; and ſome were fo filled with the Holy Ghoſt, that 
they were almoſt unable to ſupport themſelves under 
it. This, I know, is Foolſhneſs to the natural and Let- 
ter- learned Men; but I write this for the Comfort of 
God's Children.

Wedneſday, April 8. Preached this Morning with 
Power to a much larger Congregation than we had laſt 
Night. Several Servants of God ſaid, they never ſaw

For he was bred up at the Feet of Gamaliel, being at 
Cambridge for ſome Years: As touching the Law, ſo 
far as outward Morality went, he was blameleſs; con- 

cerning Zeal, oppoſing the Church. My Proceedings 
he could not like, and he had once a Mind, he ſaid, 
to write againſt Mr. Law's Enthuſiaſtick Notions in 
his Chriſtian Perfefion.—Bat lately it has pleaſed God 
to reveal his dear Son in him, and to-caſt him down 
to the Earth, as he did Saul, by eight N Sickneſs; in 
which Time, he ſcarce ever eat, or drank; or ſlept; and 
underwent great in ward Agonies and Tortures.

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J can ſay with St. Paul, Neither againſt the Temple; nor 
againſt Cæſar have I done any Thing, and yet I am put 
out of their Synagogues, and reviled as an evil Doer ; but, 
the Scriptures muſt be fulfilled, ** If they have perſecuted

About fix I expounded to a thronged Society of Wo- 
men at Fetter-lane, and at eight on S. Mary Hill. The 
Portion of Scripture that Providence directed me to, 
was the nineteenth of Geneſis, which was very applicable 
to what happened: For ſome wicked Men, Men of Be- 
lial, came, and preſſed, and broke down the Door; but 
God was pleaſed to give me ſuch Power at the laſt, 
that they were forced into an awful Silence, and, I 
believe, they really felt the Weight of God's Word. 
The Fierceneſs bf Men ſhall turn to thy Praiſe, and the. . 
Fierceneſs of them ſhalt thou reſtrain, 


Sunday, April 29. Preached in the Morning at Moor- 
fields to an exceeding great Multitude. At ten, went 
to Chriſt-Church, and heard Doctor Trapp preach moſt 
virulently againſt me and my Friends, upon theſe 
Words, Be not righteous overmuch, why ſbouldeſt thou de- 
ftroy thyſelf? God gave me great Serenity of Mind; 
but alas! the Preacher was not fo calm as I wiſhed him. 
His Sermon was founded upon wrong Suppoſitions, 
(the neceſſary Conſequence of his hearing with other 
Mens Ears) not to ſay there were many direct Untraths 
in it.— And he argued fo ſtrenuouſly againſt all ;#ward: 
Feelings, that he plainly proved, that with all his 


Learning, he knew nothing yet as he ought to know. 


I pray God rebuke his Spirit, and grant that that Sermon 
may never riſe up in Fudgment againſt him. ti 
Being weakened by my Morning's preaching, in the 
Afternoon I refreſhed myſelf by a little Sleep, and at 
five went and preached at Kennington Common, about 
two Miles from Londan, where no leſs than thirty thou- 
and People were ſuppoſed to be preſent ; the Wind 
being for me, it carried the Voice to the extremeſt Part 
ef che Audience, | | OY 
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All ſtood attentive, and joined in the Pſalm and 
Lord's Prayer moſt regularly,—and I ſcarce ever 
' preached more quietly in any Church.—The Word 
came with Power. — The People were much affected, 
and expreſſed their Love to me many Ways. — All a- 
greed it was never ſeen on this wiſe before. Oh what 
need have all God's People to regoyce and give Thanks! I 

a good Inroad has been made into the Devil's 
Kingdom this Day. Lord, not unto me, but to wy Name 
be all the Glory. 


Monday, April 20. Declined venicking to Day, that 
I might have Leiſure to write to ſome of my Correſ- 


pondents, and make Preparations for my poor Orphans 
at Georgia. — Received Letters this Evening from 
thence, telling me of the Affairs of that Colony.—At 
reſent they have but a melancholy Aſpect; but our 
mity is God's Opportunity. Tat thou calledſt 
mne; lo! I come to do thy Will —Heard alſo that Mr. 
K——7 had got over his Scruples, and of the wonder- 
ful Succeſs of my honoured Friend Mr. Fobn Weſley's 
Miniſtry in Briſtol, and of much Oppoſition at Oxon. 
Certainly God is about to bring mighty Things to paſs. 


„ May 1. Preached after publick Service in 

Jon — +; hurchyard to a greater Congregation than ever. 
And i in the Evening went to expound on Dougate Hill, 
the Houſe of Mr. C—-—»; but when I came to the 
Door, no leſs than two or three thouſand People were 
gathered round it; fo that to avoid a Noiſe, I was 
obliged to ſtand up in the Fore-ſtreet Window, and 
reach to them in the Street. And I think they be- 
ved well; and they would have behaved much bet- 
ter, had they not been diſturbed.

Was fully employed all Day in 
making Preparations for my Voyage, and preached at 
ſix in the Evening (a Time I chooſe that Pale mw 
not be drawn away from their Buſineſs) at Kennington, 
and great Power was amongſt us.— The Audience was 
more numerous and ſilent than Yeſterday, the Even- 
ing calm, and many went affected away.—Glory be to 
God, I begin to find an Alteration in the Peoples Be- 
haviour already.

I continued 
my Dilcourſegor an Hour and a Half; and when 1 
returned home, I was filled with fuch Love, Peace, 
and Joy, that I cannot expreſs it.—I believe this was 
partly owing to ſome Oppoſition I met with Yeſterday. 
It is hard for Men to kick againſt the Pricts. Ihe more 
they oppoſe, the more ſhall Jeſus Chriſt be exalted, Our 
 Adverſaries ſeem to be come to an Extremity, while 
for want of Arguments to convince, they are obliged 
to call out to the civil Magiſtrate to compel me to be 
ſilent; but I believe it will be difficult to prove our 

Aſſemblies in the Fields to be either diſorderly or il- 
legal: But they that are born after the Fleſh, muſt per- 
ſecule thoſe that are born afler the Spirit, — Father, for- 
give them, for they know not what they do. ; 


Monday, May 7. Had full Employment again to 
Day in preparing for my Voyage; did not preach, 
only expounded in a private Houſe, where ten Pounds 
were collected for the Orphans. Though I kept it as 

ſecret as. poſſible, yet Numbers of People crowded 
round the Door; ſo that I find myſelf more and more 
under a Neceſſity of going out into the Fields.

* My Father was with me laſt Night, when I 
ſhewed him your Letter. I told him, I utterly 
renounced the Buſineſs of an Attorney. He then 
aſked what Profeſſion I choſe, which I ſubmitted to 
him, on Condition it might prove agreeable to the 
Will of God. He was pleaſed to fay, he thought 
me not mad, but very well in my Senſes, and would 
take me out, on Condition Doctor Monro and the 
Committee were of his Opinion. Then he varied 
again, and thought it convenient for me to ſtay the 
Summer, and ſo to, take Phyſick twice a Week, 
fearing a Relapſe. I told him, as a Father, he 
ſhould be wholly obeyed ; but when at parting he 
mentioned my leaving Religion (or Words to that 
Purpoſe, at which I was ſomewhat ſtirred in my 
Spirit) I tod him, nothing ſhould prevail upon me 
to leave Zeſus Chriſt ; upon which he left me.

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Upon reading this, I was ſenſibly touched with a 
Fellow- feeling of his Miſery ; and, at my Requeſt, 
Mr. Seward, and two more Friends, Wil upon the 
Committee. But alas! they eſteemed my Friends as 
much mad as the young Man, and frankly told them, 
both I and my Followers, in their Opinion, were real- 


ly beſides themſelves. My Friend Seward urged the 


Example of the young Perſons, who called the Prophet 
that was ſent to anoint Fehy King, a mad Fellow ;— 


of our Lord, whom his own Relations, and the Scribes 


and Phariſees, took to be mad, and beſides himſelf 
and Feſtus's Opinion of St. Paul.—He further urged, 
that when young People were under their firſt A- 
wakenings, they were uſually tempted by the Devil to 


run into ſome Extremes. But all ſuch Language con- 


firmed the Gentlemen more and more, that Mr. Seward 
was mad alſo. And to prove that the young Man was

at firſt, that he might learn to endure Hardneſs as a 
good Soldier of Feſus Chriſt. In the midſt of the 
Conference, ſome Way or other, they mentioned his 


going to Georgia, and ſaid, if I would take him with 


me, they would engage that his Father ſhould give 


Leave to have him releaſed. A Day or two after, 


Mr. Seward waited upon his Father, who gave his Son 
an excellent Character, and conſented to his going a- 
broad. After this, he waited upon the Doctor, who 


pronounced him well. —And to Day he waited again

He is now with me, and 1 hope will be an Inſtru- 
ment of doing good.

I haſtned thither, but could not preach on account of 
my coming in ſo late.
